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""■hen  the  boll  weevil  or  the  cotton  leaf  worm  moves  in  on  the  cotton  field, 
will  you  have  the  calcium  arsenate  to  kill  off  the  pest?    Or  will  you  have  to 
stand  by  and  watch  your  crop  destroyed? 

That's  the  question  we  should  put  to  the  cotton  grower  right  now. 

There's  plenty  of'  calcium  arsenate  this  year,  but  it  won't  help  the  farmers 
as  long  as  it's  in  a  warehouse  hundreds  of  ;iD-les  away.    And  vfith  tr ansoortation 
tight  and  labor  short,  the  cotton  crop  im^r  be  gone  before  a  supply  of  dust  can 
be  moved  into  an  infested  area  from  a  distance. 

All  over  the  cotton  country,  distributors  and  dealers  are  filling  up  their 
warehouses  with  calcium  arsenate.     But  those  warehouses  can't  begin  to  hold 
enough  to  quell  a  serious  infestation  in  any  given  area.     In  peacetime,  the 
supplies  held  by  dealers  and  distributors  mil  usually  hold  the  line  against 
weevil  or.. worm  attack    until  itiore  ammunition  can  be  moved  in.    But  wartime  is 
different. 

No  cotton  grower  can  oe  certain  of  getting  the  calcium  arsenate  he  needs, 
vjhen  he  needs  it,  unl.ess  he  lays  in  a  supoly  on  his  own  place  now. 

Many  of  the  big  cotton  growers  have  already  bought  their  supolies .    The  small 
grower  can't  afford  to  take  chances  any  more  than  the  big  grower  can.    "Tar  Food 
Administration  officials  point  out  that  those  who  do  take  the  chance  on  calcium 
arsenate  are  "flirting  with  lightning."    They  may  lose  a  crop,  and  the  nation 
imy  lose  important  war  materials  —  lint  and  seed,

Cotton  growers  can  buy  enough  calcimn  arsenate  for  the  fx  st  three  applications  | 
v^ithout  fear  of  d.epriving  their  neighbors.  In  fact,  they  will  help  their  neighbors  I 
by  preventing  a  last  mnute  rush.  In  this  respect,  they. are  laore  fortunate  than  I 
most  other  farmers  who  use  insecticides.  The  supplies  of  ;nost  other  insecticides  1 
will  be  adenuate  but  not  large  enough  to  perroit  growers  to  stock  up  in  advance  to  11 
meet  their  reauirements.  (Note:  Calcium  arsenate  is  used  not  only  for  control  |l 
of  boll  weevil  and  cotton  leaf  worm  but  also  for  control  of  bollworm,  which  1 
infests  Texas  and  adjacent  states.  ■  J
